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FOREWORD 



This eleventh report on World Military Expenditures and Arms Transfers, like its 
predecessors, presents data on military expenditures, armed forces, and arms trans- 
fers for 145 countries over a ten year period. In order to have a backdrop against which 
to evaluate these military data, the report also presents information for each country 
on gross national product, central government expenditures, total exports and imports, 
public health and education expenditures, as well as total population and numbers 
of teachers and physicians. 

The data used in this publication are provided by official U.S. or foreign government 
sources, or by international organizations such as the United Nations and the World 
Bank. Some data are more reliable, complete, or accurate than others. We have in- 
cluded, as necessary, caveats, explanations, and definitions in the statistical notes 
and footnotes. 

This year's edition continues the practice, originated last year, of including essays 
on issues of particular arms control relevance. These essays are not presented to air 
official policy but to provoke and stimulate thoughtful public discussion. In view of 
the increase, roughly 7 percent, in global arms transfers from 1976 to 1977 and the 
continuing worldwide increase in military expenditures, this year's discussions of 
arms transfer phenomena and the problems of estimating Soviet military expenditures 
are of particular significance. 

Today, many issues compete for our attention, but the continued, global growth 
of arms spending should occasion the concern of us all. In a world of poverty and 
scarcity for many, over $400 billion is spent a year on weapons and military forces. 
Not only has the amount spent increased steadily, but the sophistication of the 
weapons in many countries has grown as well. These developments, on a highly inter- 
dependent globe where local crises could escalate to nuclear confrontation, pose a 
threat to the security and stability of all nations. Restraining these trends is the road 
to our future, and our common survival and well-being.

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HIGHLIGHTS 



The military, economic, and social data In World Mil- 
itary Expenditures and Arms Transfers: 1968-1977 
describe the current size, trends, and distribution of 
global military expenditures and the world's arms 
trade. This information provides an overview of the 
resources which are devoted to military purposes and 
provides insights into global spending priorities. 

Alone, these data do not indicate the relative mili- 
tary capabilities of nations, nor do they suggest wheth- 
er any individual country is spending too much or too 
little for military purposes. The information given here, 
however, can give an Indication of the proportionate 
resources devoted to the military, and the size of the 
potential savings that might result from arms control 
agreements. 

World military expenditures continued to rise in 
1977, reaching nearly $434 billion. 1 After accounting 
for inflation, this represented an increase of over two

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percent from the comparable 1976 total. This continues 
the gradual upward trend in worldwide military expen- 
ditures, even after accounting for price increases, 
evident since the end of the Second World War. In fig- 
ure 1, military expenditures in constant dollars (i.e., 
dollars discounted for the effects of inflation) are 
shown for developed and developing countries from 
1968 to 1977. Overall, in constant dollar terms, the 
nations of the world spent 15 percent more for military 
purposes in 1977 than in 1968. 

Data pertaining to military expenditures are pre- 
sented in table I (see statistical tables, p. 27), which 
also includes data on gross national product (GNP) 
worldwide, regionally, and for each country, in current 
and constant dollars. Data on central government 
expenditures, public health expenditures, and public 
education expenditures are in constant dollars for 
comparative purposes. The last five columns show 
the ratio of military expenditures to GNP and central 
government expenditures, and the ratio of health and 
education expenditures to GNP and to military expen- 
ditures. 

In general, military expenditures increased in most 
regions of the world throughout the 1968-1977 period, 
even after adjustment for inflation (figure 2). The one 
exception was the reduction in military spending in 
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North America, which reflected the sharp decline in 
U.S. military expenditures from the peak of the Vietnam 
War. 

In 1977, for the first time in the decade, constant 
dollar military expenditures of developing countries 
as a whole declined slightly, (1 percent). Following an 
appreciable rise between 1968 and 1975, the growth 
in military expenditures of the developing countries 
previously had slowed in 1976. The decline in military 
expenditures in 1977 was primarily the result of a 
drop in the Middle East, where military expenditures 
declined by more than ten percent in constant dollars 
in five countries {Egypt, Iran, Israel, Lebanon, and Saudi 
Arabia). The relative stabilization of military spending 
since 1975 is evident in all developing regions with 
the partial exception of Africa in 1977 {figures 3 and 4). 

The reduction in military expenditures in developing 
countries was offset by increased expenditures in 
developed countries which rose 2.9 percent in 1977, 
in constant dollars, from the previous year. As illus- 
trated in figure 5, NATO military expenditures gener- 
ally declined from 1968 to 1977 in real terms, while 
Warsaw Pact military expenditures rose steadily. 
Higher military expenditures by the Soviet Union ac- 
counted for the bulk of the increase in Warsaw Pact 
expenditures ($31.4 billion of $36.7 billion). Within 
NATO, the U.S. decline in military expenditures over 
the period ($34.7 billion) was offset in part by increases 
in military expenditures by other members ($11.2 bil- 
lion). In 1977, NATO and the Warsaw Pact each ac- 
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Chart 1 
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counted for 38 percent of world military expenditures 
(figure 6). 

All told, in 1977 world military expenditures ac- 
counted for about 5.7 percent of total world GNP. Table 
I shows that this represented an appreciable drop from 
1968, when the ratio was 7.2 percent. Military expen- 
ditures as a percent of GNP declined steadily from 
1968 to 1973, rose briefly from 1974 to 1975, and then 
continued to decline in 1976 and 1977. 

The military share of GNP in developing countries 
in 1977 surpassed that in developed countries, re- 
versing their relative positions a decade before. In 
1977 the military share of GNP was 5.6 percent for 
developed countries and 5.9 percent for developing 
countries; 7.4 percent and 6.1 percent were the respec- 
tive figures in 1968 (table I). 

The relative shares of GNP devoted to military expen- 
ditures can also be compared to expenditures for 
other purposes; these comparisons also are shown in 
table I. Total world military expenditures in 1977 were 
more than twice those for public health, and slightly 
more than those for public education. The shares of 



worldwide GNP spent on health, education, and mili- 
tary expenditures in 1977 were 2.6, 5.2 and 5.7 percent, 
respectively. These figures compare favorably with 
those of a decade earlier, when the shares of worldwide 
GNP spent on health, education, and military expen- 
ditures were 2.0, 4.6, and 7.2, respectively. Thus, dur- 
ing the period, health and education both increased 
by 0.6 percent of world GNP, while the military's share 
fell by 1.5 percent. 

The inclusion of private expenditures would improve 
estimates of the share of world GNP devoted to health 
and education. For example U.S. private health expen- 
ditures are greater than U.S. public health expenditures 
and pub'ic funds account for only about three-fourths 
of U.S. < ducational expenditures. Adding U.S. private 
expend ures to world totals would increase the re- 
spective shares of world GNP devoted to health and 
education to 3.4 percent and 5.5 percent. See the Sta- 
tistical Notes for sources and definitions. 

These trends for the world, however, were largely 
the result of changes in the developed countries. In 
these countries, the GNP share for health rose from

2.2 to 3.0 percent, and for education from 5.0 to 5.9 
percent, while the military share of GNP fell from 7.4 
to 5.6 percent. Again, the sharp drop in U.S. military 
expenditures was the major contributor to this trend. 
For the developing countries, by contrast, the GNP 
shares for health only rose from 0.8 to 1.0 percent, 
and for education, from 2.4 to 2.7 percent. As noted, 
military expenditures as a percentage of developing 
countries' GNP fell only slightly, from 6.1 to 5.9 percent. 

The relative importance of military expenditures 
also can be gauged by examining military expenditures 
as a percentage of central government expenditures. 
This comparison reveals that in 1977 developing 
countries spent a considerably larger share of central 
government expenditures for military purposes (30 
percent) than did developed states (24 percent). 

The ten nations which spent 30 percent or more of 
central government expenditures for military purposes 
in 1977 included two which spent more than 40 per- 
cent, the Soviet Union (52.6 percent), 2 and Oman (43 
percent). Other countries whose military expenditures

reached at least 30 percent of central government 
expenditures included Israel (36 percent), Taiwan (35 
percent), the People's Democratic Republic of Yemen 
(34 percent), the Republic of Korea (32 percent), Syria 
(32 percent), Chad (31 percent), Bulgaria (30 percent), 
and North Korea (30 percent). 

One way to get an overview of the relation between 
a nation's defense burden and its level of economic 
development is to array states both by military expen- 
itures as a percentage of GNP and by GNP per capita. 
This is done in chart I, where the nations of the world 
are grouped by share of GNP devoted to military ex- 
penditures on the vertical axis and by GNP per capita 
on the horizontal axis. 

Using this same data, regional patterns are illus- 
trated in chart II, in which each state is represented 
by a point with the color and shape determined by the 
state's region. The pattern indicates the existence of 
four relatively cohesive regional clusters. NATO and 
Warsaw Pact states form separate groups. Africa and 
Latin America also emerge as relatively distinct blocs, 
with generally similar levels of economic development 
and military burden. The Middle East is not a cohesive 
regional grouping, with extreme variation in both 
GNP per capita and in military expenditures as a per- 
centage of GNP. 



Chart 2 
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Table I! contains data showing total population, 
armed forces personnel, teachers, and doctors, both 
in total numbers and per thousand of population. It 
also shows teachers and doctors as a percentage of 
armed forces personnel. The information on teachers 
and doctors comes from a variety of sources which 
may use differing national definitions of "teachers" 
and "doctors" (see Statistical Notes). New informa- 
tion has led to a substantial upward revision of the 
ten year series on doctors. The last two columns of 
table II are gross national product per capita and mili- 
tary expenditures per capita. 

There were about 26.3 million military personnel 
worldwide in 1977, unchanged from the total in 1976. 
The Warsaw Pact states, Africa, and Latin America 
recorded increases in military personnel in 1977, while 
the Middle East and South Asia declined in military 
manpower. 

Data on the size of armed forces show that the Soviet 
Union and China have the largest military establish- 
ments, 4.7 and 4.3 million troops, respectively. The 
United States and Saudi Arabia stand out as states 
with relatively low commitments of military manpower 
relative to their military expenditures (figure 7). 



For the world as a whole in 1977, statistics show 
approximately one soldier for every teacher, but eight 
soldiers for every doctor. Comparing the relative man- 
power distribution in developed and developing 
countries, developed states have a much higher portion 
of their population serving in each of the three profes- 
sions. In 1977, developed states had roughly six times 
as many doctors per capita as developing states, three 
times as many teachers, and twice as many soldiers 
(figure 8). 

Military forces are more expensive, in absolute 
terms, in developed than in developing countries. In 
part this is explained by higher military pay rates and 
higher levels of military technology in developed 
countries as compared to developing countries. Thus, 
in 1977, average military spending per soldier reached 
$31,800 in developed, and $6,200 in developing coun- 
tries. Yet, in relative terms, military programs are more 
expensive for developing countries. As already noted, 
the share of GNP devoted to the military in developing 
countries (5.9 percent) exceeds that in developed 
countries (5.6 percent). Another perspective is given 
by GNP per capita; it averaged $490 in developing as 
compared to $5,380 in developed countries. Thus, the 
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support of one soldier in the developed countries 
required the product of 5.9 people ($31,800 + $5,380) 
and in developing countries 12.7 people ($6,200 + 
$490). 

World trade in conventional arms also rose in 1977. 
In that year, worldwide arms exports increased by more 
than seven percent in constant dollars, reaching $16.7 
billion. When expressed in constant dollars, this total 
was roughly the same as the previous record total in 
1973. Table III presents data on arms imports and 
exports, total imports and exports, and arms transfers 
as a percentage of total trade in both constant and 
current dollars. 3 

Arms imports by developing and developed states 
for the period 1968 through 1977 are shown in figure 9. 
The developing states continue to be the major arms 
importers, accounting for 78 percent of the world total 
in 1977. The largest share of global arms imports (39 
percent) went to the Middle East in 1977, followed by

Africa with 17 percent, and NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact with 12 percent each (figure 10). 

Regional arms import trends are shown in figures 
11-13. An overview of world arms imports by region is 
shown in figure 14, which compares regional arms 
imports for 1968 and 1977. These trends are discussed 
in greater detail in the essay in this volume, "Arms 
Transfers, 1968-1977: A Decade of Change," p. 16 

The ten leading arms importers in 1977 are shown 
in figure 15. The top four arms importing nations in 
1976 retained their positions in 1977. Iran imported 
weapons worth more than twice as much as any other 
country (about $2.4 billion). Israel and Iraq follow, both 
importing weapons costing just more than $1 billion. 
Libya and Saudi Arabia were the fourth and fifth leading 
arms importers, each taking delivery of more than $900 
million worth of weapons in 1977. 

The leading arms exporting states in 1977 continued 
to be the United States, with 39 percent of worldwide 
exports, and the Soviet Union, with 29.5 percent of total 
world exports. These two leading arms exporters were 
followed by France (7 percent), the United Kingdom (5 
percent), and the Federal Republic of Germany (5 per- 
cent) (figure 16). 
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Analysis of the arms export trends of the five major 
arms exporters show that the three smaller suppliers, 
France, the Federal Republic of Germany (FRG), and 
the United Kingdom, increased their sales substan- 
tially over the decade. France led with average annual 
export increases of 42 percent, followed by the FRG 
and the United Kingdom with respective increases of 
35 percent and 28 percent. The Soviet Union and the 
United States, with their substantial market shares, 
increased their arms exports at significantly lower 
rates, having respective average annual rates of in- 
crease of 13 percent and 6 percent. 

It should be noted that arms exports data here refer 
to the nominal value of the arms delivered and not to 
actual payments or earnings. Despite this caveat, 
arms transfers have clearly resulted in substantial 
financial flows from developing to developed states. 

A comparison of the value of arms transfers to 
developing states and foreign economic aid 4 given by 
major arms exporting states in current dollars (figure 
17) reveals that over the five-year period, 1973-1977, 
U.S. arms exports of $21.6 billion were slightly larger 
than U.S. economic aid of $18.9 billion. In contrast, 
Soviet arms transfers of $16.5 billion for the same

period greatly exceeded the total value of Soviet eco- 
nomic aid (about $2.7 billion). The other leading arms 
exporters, France, the United Kingdom, and the FRG, 
all provided economic aid which appreciably exceeded 
the value of their arms transfers. 

Table IV shows total arms deliveries, 1973-1977, to 
individual countries from the major arms suppliers In 
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current dollars. It shows that the United States and 
the Soviet Union were by far the leading arms suppliers 
In the five-year period, exporting weapons valued at 
$27 billion and $23.4 billion, respectively. As noted 
above, $21.6 billion and $16.5 billion of these respective 
totals went to developing countries (figure 17). 

Figure 18 compares U.S. and Soviet arms transfers 
to developing regions by dollar value and by categories 
of weapons systems. Table V shows exports by major 
suppliers to developing regions of major categories 
of weaponry— land armaments, naval vessels, aircraft, 



and missiles — for the period 1973-1977. These data 
are drawn from the same sources used in the dollar 
value accumulations, but are not as comprehensive. 
Consequently, direct comparisons between the dollar 
values shown in table III, and the equipment in table 
V, are not appropriate. 

The U.S. Arms Control and Disarmament Agency 
will continue efforts to improve the quality, availability, 
and coverage of our data, in the hope that this infor- 
mation will further the study and solution of arms 
control and disarmament problems.

SOVIET MILITARY EXPENDITURES 



The size of the Soviet Union's share of total world mil- 
itary spending, together with the uncertainty surround- 
ing estimates of actual Soviet military outlays, make 
these estimates the largest single potential source of 
error in any analysis of world military expenditures. 5 
Estimates of Soviet military spending range around 
one-third of the world total, but their calculation, par- 
ticularly in dollar terms, presents extraordinary diffi- 
culties. The Soviet Union provides virtually no useful 
data on its military spending. The Soviet Government 
annually publishes only a single, undefined budgetary 
figure which appears far too small, in the face of the 
evident scale of force deployments and weapon acqui- 
sition programs, to reflect the totality of Soviet military 
expenditures. 6 There are, moreover, wide differences 
among Western estimates of Soviet military spending 
stemming from variations in the methodologies and 
assumptions employed to construct the estimates. 

This edition of World Military Expenditures and Arms 
Transfers continues to utilize dollar estimates of mili- 
tary expenditures published by the CIA as the most 
authoritative presently available on a regular basis. 
However, because of the problems discussed in this 
essay, alternative methods of calculating Soviet mili- 
tary expenditures in dollars are being considered for 
future editions of this publication. 

Present Conversion Methods 

In this publication, the military expenditures, as well 
as the other types of public expenditures and gross 
national products of most countries are converted from 
national currency units to dollars at average annual 
market or official exchange rates. These rates are used 
because they are usually the only readily available 
means of conversion. It is recognized, however, that 
for many countries these rates do not reflect the rela- 
tive purchasing power of the currency accurately, 
either on the average or for particular types of expen- 
diture. 7 In the case of the ruble, the official exchange 
rate is a particularly unreliable indicator of relative 
value, since the ruble is a non-convertible currency

and the official rate is arbitrarily established by Soviet 
authorities. This problem, as well as the lack of reliable 
and detailed information on Soviet military spending, 
has led to the development of a methodology which 
estimates Soviet military spending in dollars, mainly 
by applying U.S. prices to detailed estimates of Soviet 
military programs. This valuation is designed to show 
what the dollar cost would be to produce and man a 
military force of the same size and weapons inventory 
as that of the Soviet Union in the United States, and 
to operate that force as the Soviets do 8 

This edition of World Military Expenditures and Arms 
Transfers continues to use updated and improved dol- 
lar estimates of this type. These estimates are the 
best available answer to the question for which they 
are designed: What is the cost of Soviet military pro- 
grams in U.S. dollar prices? However, estimates of this 
type probably overstate the relative size of Soviet mili- 
tary expenditures compared to the military spending 
of the United States, as well as the estimates used in 
this volume of the dollar value of the military expen- 
ditures of most other nations. That is, these estimates 
of Soviet military spending may not be the best answer 
to the question: What single valuation of Soviet mili- 
tary spending yields an evenhanded comparison with 
U.S. spending? 

The tendency for a dollar-priced valuation of Soviet 
military activities to overstate their size relative to 
United States military activities is matched by the 
tendency for a ruble-priced valuation to overstate 
United States activities relative to those of the U.S.S.R. 
This tendency arises in any two-economy comparison 
when only one economy's price pattern is used. As 
pointed out by the CIA, 

Evaluating the defense activities of both coun- 
tries in dollar terms introduces a basic measure- 
ment problem common to all international eco- 
nomic comparisons and known to economists 
as the index number problem. Given different 
resource endowments and technologies, coun- 
tries tend to use more of the resources that are 
relatively cheap— and less of those that are rel- 
atively expensive— for a given purpose. A com- 
parison drawn in terms of the prices of one coun- 
try thus tends to overstate the relative value of 
the activities of the other. This tendency is more 
pronounced the greater the disparity between 
the economies. 9

and services it purchased, it would be likely to buy different quantities 
of those goods and services. The concept may be best illustrated by 
thinking of manpower. The Soviet Union has a large number of peopte 
in its armed forces, and Soviet military pay rates (of course, in rubles) 
are relatively low. When Soviet defense expenditures are calculated 
in dollars utilizing the direct pricing method, however, the pay rates 
used are those of the U.S. armed forces. If the Soviet Union actually 
had to pay these relatively high U.S. rates, it would be likely to have 
fewer people in its armed forces and thus—in dollars— its overall 
manpower expenditures would be lower. 
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For the purposes of this report, direct-pricing esti- 
mates also have the disadvantage of differing from 
the dollar estimates of Soviet GNP and civilian expen- 
ditures, in terms of the conversion method implicitly 
employed. The dollar estimates of Soviet GNP in this 
publication are prepared by the CIA. These estimates 
are based on valuations in both rubles and dollars of 
all goods and services entering each countries' GNP 
as a whole. From these data one can obtain two parities, 
one based on the ruble and dollar valuations of Soviet 
GNP and the other based on ruble and dollar valuations 
of U.S. GNP. An average GNP purchasing power parity 
between the dollar and the ruble can be obtained by 
taking the geometric mean of these two parities; in 
1976 prices, this ratio is two dollars per ruble. 10 The 
geometric mean is a widely used way to deal with the 
index number problem in statistical theory, because 
it provides a rate which is balanced, in the.sense that 
the relative weights of both countries are employed. 11 

In recent editions of World Military Expenditures 
and Arms Transfers, including the present edition, a 
single geometric mean purchasing power parity for 
GNP as a whole has been used to convert ruble values 
for central government, public health, and public 
education expenditures into dollars. The use of this 
single conversion rate for various Soviet civilian ex- 
penditures allows them to be compared to estimates 
of Soviet GNP, and among themselves, since their 
ratios remain the same both in dollar and in ruble 
terms. This procedure is consistent with that used for 
most other countries, for which a single exchange 
rate is used. 

Alternative Conversion Methods 

The CIA also estimates Soviet military spending in 
rubles. 12 The geometric mean purchasing power parity 
rate for GNP as a whole could be used to convert these 
ruble estimates to dollars, just as it is used to convert 
various types of civilian expenditures and GNP as a 
whole. This procedure would have the advantage of 
extending the intra-country comparability of the dollar 
values and improving consistency with conversion 
methods used for other countries. 13 

Comparisons of Soviet and U.S. expenditures in a 
particular sector also could be made by calculating 
purchasing power parities for that sector alone, and 
using these rates to convert from rubles to dollars or

The geometric mean of these two rates, variant (c), 
is about 2.00 dollars per ruble, which happens to be 
the same as the geometric mean rate for GNP as a 
whole cited above. As a result, the same dollar estimate 
of Soviet military expenditures would be obtained 
whether conversion into dollars were accomplished 
at the geometric mean purchasing power parity rate 
for the military sector alone, or at the GNP geometric 
mean parity rate. If the GNP and military sector rates 
had differed significantly, use of the military sector 
parity rate would probably make inter-country military 
expenditure comparisons more meaningful, although 
a number of conceptual and estimating problems with 
such comparisons would still remain. 1 5 

in the following table, alternative estimates of Soviet 
military spending in dollars, based on ruble estimates 
converted at the geometric mean parity of 2 dollars 
per ruble, are compared with the estimates obtained 
by direct costing in U.S. prices, the method used in 
the remainder of this report. 

The geometric mean purchasing power parities 
probably still tend to misstate relative values for most 
categories of GNP. This is because, apart from the 
"index number problem," many individual dollar/ruble 
price ratios are likely to be biased in favor of the ruble 
due to the difficulty of matching individual products 
and their prices in the two economies so as to elimi- 
nate quality differences favoring U.S. products. 16 If 
these technological and quality factors could be 
adequately quantified, dollar estimates of Soviet activ- 
ities would decline, ruble estimates of U.S. activities 
would rise, and hence the dollar/ruble parity would fall, 
as would dollar values based on its use. 

Whether this type of bias may be more or less prev- 
alent in the military sector than in the economy as a

whole is difficult to judge. On the one hand, Soviet 
efforts to eliminate any quality gap may be greater 
there than in other fields. On the other hand, the quali- 
tative and technological disparity may be larger and 
more difficult to overcome in the military sector due 
to a greater relative prevalence of innovations on the 
technological frontier. 17 Although at present there is

no reliable method for actually quantifying such quali- 
tative and technological differences, 1 * it is Important 
to keep such methodological problems in mind when 
comparing Soviet and U.S. (or any other) military 
expenditures. 

Finally, readers should understand that the alter- 
native estimates of Soviet military expenditures pres- 
ented above do not imply any difference in current 
estimates of the actual size or character of Soviet 
military activities as measured in physical terms, in 
U.S. prices or in rubles, but only reflect the differences 
in the method of deriving dollar values for comparative 
purposes previously described. Further attention to 
alternative valuation methods will be reflected In the 
next edition of this publication.

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ARMS TRANSFERS, 1968-1977: A DECADE OF CHANGE 



As the 1970s draw to a close, the international arms 
trade is becoming a major topic of public and official 
concern. Trade in arms, of course, is not a new phe- 
nomenon. As long as tensions and conflicts have 
existed between tribes, clans, or nations, commerce 
in weapons has been an inevitable adjunct. However, 
during the last decade the global traffic in armaments 
has changed profoundly. Not only has the magnitude 
of the arms trade greatly increased, but the quality, 
cost, and sophistication of the weaponry sold have 
escalated sharply. The scope of these changes, and 
the rapidity with which they have occurred, have led 
to public concerns about trends in the arms trade in 
the United States and elsewhere around the world. 

Since the mid-1970s, successive polls have found 
that American public opinion strongly favors restraint. 
On one poll, the respondents opposed to selling arms 
to any foreign country rose from 47 percent to 57 per- 
cent between March and December 1978; other polls 
taken for the past three years consistently show that 
roughly 50 percent of respondents oppose weapon 
transfers as a general principle. When respondents 
are asked about sales to specific countries, the pro- 
portion opposing weapon transfers rises dramatically 
for almost all potential recipients. 19 

Congressional concerns about the escalating arms 
trade have echoed these public apprehensions. They 
led first to the requirement that Congress be informed 
of impending major arms transactions before they 
become effective, and later to the International Security 
Assistance and Arms Export Control Act of 1976, 
which provided for a congressional veto over major 
arms sales through concurrent legislative resolution. 
Although Congress has not actually vetoed any arms 
transfers, apprehension that it might has resulted in 
modifications to some proposed arms sales. For 
example, Hawk missiles were sold to Jordan only in 
stationary, rather than mobile, mounts. In 1978 con- 
gressional pressures led to limitations on the air-to- 
ground capabilities and other equipment of the F-15s 
sold to Saudi Arabia. 

The arms transfer restraint policy announced by 
President Carter in May 1977 coincides with these 
public and congressional concerns. The policy is 
expected to be reviewed by the end of this year, how- 
ever, in the light of changing international circum- 
stances, changing patterns of arms transfers, and 
progress— or lack thereof— in efforts to negotiate 
multilateral restrictions on arms transfers. In this 
essay we analyze the major trends in global arms 
transfers and discuss the President's policy in light 
of these changes. 

Changing Patterns of Transfers 

In 1968 total world arms exports were $5 billion; by 
1977 they tripled, adding up to more than $17 billion. 
Even after taking inflation into account, the value of 



global arms transfers had almost doubled over this 
ten year period (table A).

The data indicate that worldwide arms sales increased 
annually an average of more than 9 percent. Most of 
the increase took place during two smaller time inter- 
vals, however, between 1971 and 1973, and between 
1975 and 1977. The latter mainly reflects the step-up 
in arms transfers to the Middle East following the 
1973-74 rise in oil prices; the former is largely due to 
the buildup by some of the Arab states prior to the 
1973 hostilities, and to the large increase in U.S. ship- 
ments to South Vietnam. 

Within this rising total quantity, different countries 
were becoming the principal recipients of weapons, 
and the character of the weapons they purchased 
changed. Developing nations continued to receive 
the largest share of arms exports. In 1968, imports by 
developing countries accounted for 68 percent of the 
global arms trade; by 1977 this had increased to 78 
percent. The largest share of these weapons transfers 
(39.4 percent) went to the Middle East, a very sharp rise 
from the 11.8 percent this region accounted for in 
1968. The distribution of weapons deliveries, by region, 
is shown in table B for both 1968 and 1977. 

Within the Middle East, arms deliveries to only three 
countries— Iran, Israel, and Saudi Arabia— accounted 
for 44 percent of deliveries in 1968; by 1977 this had 
increased to 64 percent. During the full ten year period, 
these three countries accounted for 14 percent of 
total world deliveries. A contrasting trend took place 
in East Asia, whose share of total arms deliveries 
dropped from 39 to 6 percent during the same decade. 
This obviously reflected the end of the war in Indochina. 
Although both Africa and Latin America started and 
ended the decade with relatively small arms imports, 
their imports increased sharply over the ten-year 
period in an absolute sense. 

The data in table C show the rank order of the six 
leading arms importing nations in 1968 and 1977. Not 
only were the leading countries completely different 
in 1968 and 1977, but in 1977 all six leaders were located 
in, or contiguous to, the Middle East. 

There also has been a continuing proliferation of 
recipients of sophisticated equipment. For example, 
in 1960 only four developing countries operated super- 
sonic combat aircraft compared to 47 in 1977. Simi- 
larly, the number of developing nations possessing 
armored fighting vehicles of post-1945 design in- 
creased from about 38 in 1960 to 83 in 1977. The first 
missile-firing fast patrol boat (the Soviet OSA I) ap- 
peared in 1959; today 41 nations possess them.

Much of the large-scale transfer of sophisticated, 
advanced technology weapons is to developing coun- 
tries which lack the infrastructure to absorb, maintain, 
and repair such weapons. This has led to the presence 
in some countries of large numbers of technical per- 
sonnel from supplier nations to maintain and help 
train recipients on the weapons. For example, esti- 
mates show some 40,000 U.S. civilian technicians 
were present in Iran, and 27,000 Soviet, Cuban, and 
East European advisors were present in Africa in the 
past few years. 20 As with so many other aspects of 
arms trade, the Middle East accounts for a large frac- 
tion of those transactions which require a substantial 
presence of supplier personnel. 

In the post-World War II period, arms transfers also 
have evolved from gifts of predominantly surplus, 
over-age, and technologically inferior equipment to 
sales of largely high technology, first-line weapons, 
often equivalent to the defense equipment available 
in the arsenals of advanced industrial suppliers. In 
the early 1960s, for example, the aircraft transferred 
to developing countries more often than not were ten- 
year old MIG-17s and F-86s rather than the first-line 
aircraft of the period (e.g., F-4s and MIG-21s). Today, 
the latest model Mirages, the new Jaguars, and highly 
sophisticated F-15s and MIG-23s— the most advanced 
aircraft— are being supplied to recipient nations.

Another change is a significant increase in the 
number of suppliers, which has given recipients more 
flexibility in acquiring weapons. From the end of World 
War II until the late 1950s and early 1960s, the United 
States and the Soviet Union dominated the market 
almost entirely, with Western European arms exports 
confined to their former colonies. By 1970, the diffusion 
of technology and interest in obtaining the economies 
of scale necessary to rationalize national production 
of military equipment had inspired other countries to 
place greater emphasis on securing export markets. 
The major Western European suppliers' 21 share of the 
market, measured by deliveries, rose from 8 percent 
in 1968 to 16 percent in 1977; future increases seem 
likely as a result of current new sales commitments. 
This increase came largely at the expense of the U.S. 
share of the market. The Soviet share remained essen- 
tially unchanged. The data in table D indicate the lead- 
ing arms suppliers at the beginning and end of the 
decade, and their share of the total arms sales market. 

Developing countries also have now entered the 
ranks of suppliers. Twenty-two countries exported 
more arms in 1977 than they had in any of the previous 
ten years; 12 of these exporters were developing 
countries. Israel today sells sophisticated military 
equipment such as the "Gabriel" surface-to-surface 
missile, "Shafrir" air-to-air missile, STOL transport

aircraft, and "Reshef" missile boats. Brazil is beginning 
to export armored cars and armed jet trainer aircraft. 
Other countries, such as South Korea and India, also 
may become arms suppliers. Although these new 
producers still account for only a small share (4 per- 
cent of deliveries in 1977), it is clear that this trend 
also will continue in the future. 

Changing Methods of Transfers 

Arms can be transferred from one nation to another 
in a number of ways ranging from grant aid to com- 
mercial sales. Most arms-producing countries no 
longer provide much grant military assistance, but 
many sell arms on a commercial basis. For many 
suppliers, such as the United Kingdom and France, 
the government's role is primarily one of expediting 
arms sales through commercial channels. The govern- 
ment plays the central role in the Soviet Union. Its in- 
creasing arms exports have become important eco- 
nomically and politically as a major source of hard 
currency earnings for the Soviet Union, totaling about 
$1.5 billion (about 11 percent of total earnings) in 1977 
alone. For the United States, what was once an aid 
program has by and large been converted into sales. 
The appropriation for grants was $1.8 billion in 1968; 
by 1977 it had declined to $254 million and Congress 
indicated it expected all grants to be terminated by 
the end of fiscal year 1980, barring exceptional circum- 
stances. In contrast, U.S. sales orders, both government- 
to-government and commercial, increased from $1.4 
billion to $12.3 billion during the same years. 

A new and significant method of transfer is through 
coproduction and licensing agreements. 22 Unless care- 
fully controlled, these types of arrangements may lead 
to a proliferation of weapon technology. High unit 
costs combined with limited domestic markets for 
high technology items have necessitated a rapid 
acceleration of joint development and coproduction 
agreements among developed countries. Western 
European countries are cooperating in the production 
of 14 aircraft, ten aircraft engines, and eight missile 
programs. Additional cooperative arrangements be- 
tween the United States and its allies involve the 
coproduction of such diverse items as armored per-

sonnel carriers, howitzers, tanks, rifles, machine guns, 
ammunition, helicopters, and anti-tank rockets, aircraft, 
and warships. Nor are these arrangements confined 
to the industrial nations: 23 developing countries par- 
ticipate in the licensed production of warships, 20 in 
military aircraft, ten in missiles, and seven in armored 
vehicles. Examples include the Indian "Vijayanta" 
medium battle tank, licensed by the United Kingdom 
in 1965 and now produced 95 percent indigenously; 
Brazil's "Xa'vante" armed trainer, licensed by Italy in 
1970 with 30 planes produced each year; and Pakistan's 
antitank missiles, licensed by France and Germany in 
1963 and now indigenously produced. 

U.S. Policy 

A new U.S. arms transfer policy was announced in 
May 1977 as the first executive branch attempt to 
develop a comprehensive and coherent approach to 
the control of conventional arms. The policy sets uni- 
lateral restrictions on U.S. transfers while seeking 
multilateral agreements to curtail weapons sales. 

The Administration recognized that the United States, 
as the leading supplier of conventional arms, would 
have to set an example by restraining its own exports 
if other countries were to be convinced to pursue pol- 
icies of restraint as well. 

Under the new policy, the burden of proof has been 
shifted to the proponents of an arms transfer. The pol- 
icy sets qualitative guidelines for transfers of advanced 
weapon systems, development of advanced systems 
solely for export, and for coproduction arrangements. 
Sales promotion activities by manufacturers have 
been restricted severely, and such activities by U.S. 
embassy civil and military officials abroad have been 
prohibited. 

For the first time, the executive branch also placed 
a limitation on the dollar volume of transfers. For fiscal 
year 1978, President Carter established a dollar ceiling 
on the total amount of new commitments under the 
Foreign Military Sales and Military Assistance Programs. 
The ceiling covers both weapons and weapons-related 
items to countries other than our NATO allies, Japan, 
Australia, and New Zealand. It was set at a level 8 per- 
cent below the comparable dollar volume adjusted 
for inflation for fiscal year 1977, and a further 8 percent 
reduction was later announced for fiscal year 1979. 

Clearly, the ability of the United States to sustain 
this policy of restraint over the long run depends upon 
the actions of others. In announcing the arms transfer 



ceiling for fiscal year 1979, President Garter reiterated 
that "multilateral cooperation remains essential to 
the achievement of meaningful restraint measures." 
U.S. efforts to achieve multilateral cooperation on 
arms restraint support the Program of Action of the 
United Nations Special Session on Disarmament, 
which called for a supplier-recipient dialogue to 
reduce the trade in arms. 

In seeking parallel restraint among other arms 
suppliers, the United States has engaged the second 
largest supplier, the Soviet Union, in four rounds of 
negotiations. Those conventional arms transfer, or 
CAT, talks have moved along at a reasonable pace 
and have made some progress toward establishing 
political/legal and military/technical criteria to govern 
arms transfers globally, and toward mechanisms for 
applying transfer criteria in special regional contexts. 
Western European arms producers remain skeptical 
about the possibility of achieving multilateral restraint, 
however, pending more tangible progress with the 
Soviet Union. 

The United Nations Special Session on Disarmament 
also called for multilateral conventional arms control 
initiatives such as the Ayacucho Declaration of 1974 
signed by eight Latin American countries. Subse- 
quently, Latin American countries have taken the lead 
in seeking regional restraint arrangements. In June 
1978 signatories to the Ayacucho Declaration reaf- 
firmed their commitment to arms limitation and also 
expressed their desire to cooperate with other Latin 
American countries in this effort. In August 1978 rep- 



resentatives of 20 Latin American countries, meeting 
in Mexico City, recommended that a consultative 
mechanism be established to study possible regional 
limitations on arms transfers, to examine possible 
regional limitations and/or prohibitions on the use of 
certain types of conventional weapons, and to serve 
as a forum for exchanging views on regional disar- 
mament. 

Arms transfer restraint is hard to achieve because 
restraint affects most countries' security interests in 
one way or another— as suppliers, recipients, or neigh- 
bors of recipients. Nevertheless, restraint is worth 
pursuing. It can prevent the spread of advanced tech- 
nologies to countries that might someday oppose us, 
or the diversion of military equipment to terrorists. 
Restraint can avoid linking the United States with 
regimes that violate basic human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms, thereby tarnishing our reputation 
in democracies abroad. Restraint can help to prevent 
local arms races and contribute to stability in regional 
balances of power, thereby reducing the chances for 
U.S. involvement in regional conflicts. It can reduce 
competitive arms acquisitions and permit scarce 
resources— human, financial, and natural— to be 
devoted to fundamental economic and social needs. 
In short, arms transfer restraint is in the long-term 
United States security interest; it is for this reason, 
more than any other, that the U.S. Government has 
pursued the limitation of arms transfers both in its 
unilateral policy and in diplomatic endeavors. 
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STATISTICAL NOTES AND SOURCES 



For the statistical tables which follow, this section 
defines terms, cites the sources of the data, and ex- 
plains the treatment of the major problems of statis- 
tical comparability inherent in making a worldwide 
statistical compilation. Not all the manifold problems 
are discussed, nor is the treatment here necessarily 
satisfactory for all applications. Therefore, the tables 
should be used with caution and only after consider- 
ation of the following discussion of the sources and 
limitations of the data. 

COVERAGE AND GROUPING OF COUNTRIES 

This report lists data for 145 countries. 

The following members of the United Nations are 
not included: The Bahamas, " Bhutan, Comoros, 
Djibouti, Granada, Maldives, Seychelles, and Western 
Samoa. Also excluded are nonmembers Andorra, 
Liechtenstein, Monaco, Nauru, San Marino, Tonga, 
and Vatican City. Data on military expenditures, mili- 
tary forces, and trade are generally unavailable for 
these nations and are not considered statistically 
important. 

Those countries covered include six that are not 
members of the United Nations: Taiwan, the two Koreas, 
Switzerland, Southern Rhodesia, and Vietnam. (Data 
are provided on two Vietnams in earlier years for 
comparability.) 

Of the reported countries, 14 became independent 
since 1968. Data for them are normally shown in the 
tables beginning with the first year in which they were 
independent for more than 6 months. However, impu- 
tations have been made for earlier years, where appro- 
priate, in calculating regional totals. 

Countries are grouped into regions geographically 
except as follows: North America consists only of 
the United States and Canada; Mexico is included 
with Central and South America as Latin America. 
Egypt is assigned to the Middle East rather than to 
Africa. Oceania includes only Australia, New Zealand, 
Papua New Guinea, and Fiji. A listing of specific 
countries in each region may be found in table IV, 
page 155. 

For the political groups, NATO (North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization) consists of Belgium, Canada, Denmark, 
France, Federal Republic of Germany, Greece, Iceland, 
Italy, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, 
Turkey, the United Kingdom, and the United States. 
The Warsaw Pact consists of Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, 
German Democratic Republic, Hungary, Poland, 
Romania, and the Soviet Union. OPEC (Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries) is made up of Algeria, 
Ecuador, Gabon, Indonesia, Iran, Iraq, Kuwait, Libya, 
Nigeria, Qatar, Saudi Arabia, United Arab Emirates, 
and Venezuela. OECD (Organization for Economic Co- 
operation and Development) comprises the NATO 
countries and Australia, Austria, Finland, Ireland, Japan, 
New Zealand, Spain, Sweden, and Switzerland. 

The 28 countries classed as developed in this publi- 
cation are all those in NATO except Greece and Turkey; 
all in the Warsaw Pact except Bulgaria; all in Oceania 
except Fiji and Papua New Guinea; and Austria, Finland, 
Ireland, Japan, South Africa, Sweden, and Switzerland. 
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All other nations are classed as developing. 23 For non- 
Communist countries, assignment to one or the other 
category follows the practice employed by the Devel- 
opment Assistance Committee (DAC) of the OECD. 
This assignment is based partly on GNP per capita, 
but also reflects factors such as literacy rates, mortal- 
ity rates, and levels of industrialization. 

Most of the data are for calendar years. For some 
countries, however, data represent expenditures dur- 
ing the f iscal year containing the most months of that 
calendar year; e.g., a fiscal year of April 1975 to March 
1976 would be included as 1975. Fiscal years ending 
on June 30 are normally listed in the calendar year in 
which they end. GNP figures of those countries for 
which calendar year data are not available were in- 
cluded in the same manner. 

SOURCES AND DEFINITIONS 

Military Expenditures 

Military expenditure data are presented for all 145 
countries, including all but five in 1977. Data on NATO- 
country military expenditures were obtained from NATO 
publications and are based on NATO definitions. In 
summary, (a) civilian-type expenditures of the defense 
ministry are excluded but military-type expenditures 
of other ministries are included; (b) grant military assis- 
tance is included in the expenditures of the donor 
country; and (c) purchases of military equipment for 
credit are included at the time the debt is incurred, 
not at the time of payment. 

For other non-Communist countries, data are gen- 
erally the expenditures of the Ministry of Defense. 
When these are known to include the costs of internal 
security, an attempt is made to remove these expen- 
ditures. The files of the Agency for International Devel- 
opment are the primary source of data for non- 
Communist countries. 

Particular problems arise when estimating the mili- 
tary expenditures of Communist countries. As in the 
past three editions of this publication, data on Soviet 
military expenditure are based upon CIA estimates of 
what the do lar cost in the United States would be to 
develop, procure, staff, and operate a military force 
similar to that of the Soviet Union. 24 Estimates of this 
type have a tendency to overstate and are not consis- 
tent with methods of converting into dollars used for 
other expenditures and countries. (See the preceeding 
essay, "Soviet Military Expenditures," page 13, for a 
discussion of these problems and of alternative meth- 
ods of estimating Soviet military spending in dollar 
terms.)

The dollar estimates of military expenditures of 
Warsaw Pact countries other than the Soviet Union 
are from Thad P. Alton and others. 25 Usually, these 
military expenditures refer only to those officially 
announced in state budgets. These figures understate 
total military expenditures because they omit probable 
defense outlays by nondefense agencies of the central 
government, local governments, and economic enter- 
prises. In particular, the dollar estimates were derived 
by calculating pay and allowances at U.S. average 
rates for officers and for lower ranks. (A 25 percent 
reduction in the latter rates, used in previous estimates 
to account for productivity differences, has been 
dropped as no longer being appropriate.) After subtrac- 
tion of military pay and allowances, the remainder of 
the official defense budgets in national currencies 
was converted into dollars at overall rates based on 
comparisons of the various countries' GNPs expressed 
in dollars and in national currencies. These rates are 
not as specific as one might desire. 

Another omission in the Warsaw Pact data is that 
the non-personnel component of military assistance 
is not covered. Together, the uncertainty over currency 
conversion rates and the incomplete coverage of the 
published explicit defense budgets result in dollar 
estimates that have limitations. 

No budgetary data have been issued by the People's 
Republic of China since 1960. The data used here are 
U.S. Government estimates of the dollar costs of 
Chinese forces, weapons programs, and activities. 26 
Due to exceptional difficulties in making comparative 
estimates, caution should be used in comparing Chinese 
military expenditure data with other indicators. 

Gross National Product (GNP) 

The GNP represents the total output of goods and 
services produced by residents of a country and valued 
at market prices ultimately paid by the consumer. 

The source of GNP data for non-Communist coun- 
tries is the International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development (IBRD). 

GNP estimates for the Soviet Union are from the 
Central Intelligence Agency, Handbook of Economic 
Statistics 1978: A Research Aid, p. 17. 27 

The GNP data for other Warsaw Pact countries 
were taken from the Central Intelligence Agency's

GNP estimates for the People's Republic of China 
are from the Central Intelligence Agency's Handbooks 
of Economic Statistics cited above. Estimates for 
other Communist countries are rough approximations. 



Military Expenditures-to-GNP Ratio 

It should be noted that the meaning of the ratio of 
military expenditures to GNP shown in table I below 
differs somewhat between most Communist countries 
and non-Communist countries. For non-Communist 
countries, both military expenditures and GNP are 
converted from local currency units to dollars at the 
same exchange rate; consequently, the ratio of mili- 
tary expenditures to GNP is the same in dollars and 
in local currency. For Communist countries, however, 
military expenditures and GNP are converted to dollars 
differently. Soviet military expenditures, for example, 
are estimated in a way designed to show the cost of 
the Soviet armed forces in U.S. prices, i.e., as if pur- 
chased in this country, whereas the GNP measure 
has traditionally been designed to show the average 
relative size of the U.S. and Soviet GNP, when both 
are expressed in both currencies. (See the essay, 
"Soviet Military Expenditures," p. 13 above, for a dis- 
cussion of alternative estimating methodologies.) 
However, the results may not differ significantly in 
the case of the Soviet Union. It has been estimated 
that since 1967 the Soviet ratio of military expenditures 
to GNP, measured in terms of their estimated ruble 
values, is on the order of 11-13 percent (see sources 
for military expenditures). Estimated military expen- 
ditures in rubles would amount to about 48 percent of 
central government expenditures in 1977, in contrast 
to 52.6 percent in dollar terms as shown in table I. 

For Eastern European countries, the ratios of mili- 
tary expenditures to GNP in dollars are about twice 
that in domestic currency. (See Alton and others, op. 
cit.) However, since official military budgets probably 
substantially understate actual military expenditures, 
the larger ratio in dollars is believed to be a better 
approximation of actual military expenditures. 

For all countries, with the exceptions noted above, 
the ratios of military expenditures to central govern- 
ment expenditures are based on data converted to 
dollars by the same implicit rate as GNP. 



Central Government Expenditures 

These expenditures include current and capital (devel- 
opmental) expenditures plus net lending (gross gov- 
ernmental lending minus repayments of past loans), 
but exclude purchases of equities. The primary source 
for these data is the Agency for International Develop- 
ment (AID), so the definition adhered to by that Agency 
is used for the 142 countries for which data for any 
years were available. 

In addition to AID files, the other sources for these 
data were the International Monetary Fund periodical, 
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International Financial Statistics (February 1979); 
OECD Economic Surveys; and individual country year- 
books. U.S. data are from the Statistical Abstract of 
the United States, 1978. Data for Warsaw Pact coun- 
tries are from national publications as supplied by 
Triad P. Alton and others. For all Warsaw Pact coun- 
tries, conversion to dollars Is at the implicit rates used 
for calculating dollar estimates of GNP. 

Public Health Expenditures 

The preferred definition of public health expenditures 
includes both current and capital expenditures by all 
units of government— central or federal, state or pro- 
vincial, and local. Data were available for 131 countries. 
For 70 percent of these countries the data are limited 
to central or federal expenditures only, and 8 percent 
include only current (not capital) expenditures, as 
indicated by the footnotes. For 86 percent of the 
countries, it was possible to use a single broad defini- 
tion for each country for all years for which data were 
available. Nevertheless, due to different concepts, 
classification systems, and coverage on various coun- 
tries, intercountry comparisons may be misleading. 

Adjustments in values for one year or more, based 
on partial data, were made for 29 percent of the coun- 
tries, to accommodate a broader or more restricted 
definition. 

The World Health Organization (WHO) was the pri- 
mary source of data through its World Health Statistics 
Reports, the last of which was published in 1975. Later 
data were supplied by the WHO Division of Health 
Statistics in December 1978, and were obtained from 
Health Conditions in the Americas 1973-1976 (1978) 
published by the Pan American Health Organization. 
Data were also obtained from: OECD, Public Expen- 
ditures on Health, Paris, July 1977; UN Statistical Year- 
book, 1977; UN Yearbook of National Account Statis- 
tics, 1976 and 1977; and from the International Mone- 
tary Fund publication Government Financial Statistics 
Yearbook, 1978. The Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare supplied U.S. data, where public health 
expenditures increased from 37 percent of total health 
expenditures in 1968 to 42 percent in 1977. 

Warsaw Pact figures are from national publications 
as supplied by Thad P. Alton and others, and are con- 
verted to dollars at implicit GNP rates. 

Public Education Expenditures 

These data usually cover total public expenditures 
on public education (both current and capital) by all 
units of government. As the footnotes indicate, how- 
ever, there are many exceptions. Of the 133 countries 
for which data were available for any part of the period , 
1968-1977, one-third provide data on central or federal 
government expenditures only, and one-tenth refer 
only to current expenditures (excluding capital). 

Adjustments in values for one year or more, based 
on partial data, were made for two-fifths of the coun- 
tries, either to accomodate a broader or more restricted 
definition or to convert data to an annual basis from a 
longer or shorter period. 

The primary source of data was a computer printout 
provided by UNESCO in October 1978. Other sources 



include the UN Statistical Yearbook 1977; UN Yearbooks 
of National Account Statistics, 1976 and 1977; Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, Government Finance Statis- 
tics Yearbook, 1978 and, for the United States, the 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare. 

Data for Warsaw Pact countries were supplied by 
Thad P. Alton and others, and are converted to dollars 
at implicit GNP rates. 

Population 

Population estimates given are for midyear and are 
taken from World Population - 1977; Recent Demo- 
graphic Estimates for the Countries and Regions of 
the World, issued by the U.S. Bureau of the Census. 

Armed Forces 

Armed forces refer to active-duty military personnel, 
Including paramilitary forces if those forces resemble 
regular units in their organization, equipment, training, 
or mission. Reserve forces are not included unless 
specifically noted. 

Figures for the United States represent midyear 
totals and are from "Active Duty Military Personnel by 
Selected Periods," U.S. Department of Defense, Office 
of the Assistant Secretary of Defense (Comptroller), 
August 23, 1977, except for the 1977 figure which is 
from a July 24, 1978 press release, No. 386-78, issued 
by the Office of the Assistant Secretary of Defense 
(Public Affairs). Estimates of the number of men under 
arms for other countries were provided by U.S. Gov- 
ernment sources. 

Physicians 

Data on physicians represent graduates of a medical 
school or faculty actually working in the country in 
any medical field (practice, teaching, administration, 
research laboratories, etc.). The World Health Organi- 
zation was the primary source of data, which is published 
in the World Health Statistics Annuals. In addition, 
prepublication data were supplied in December 1978 
by the WHO Division of Health Statistics in Geneva, 
Switzerland. The Pan American Health Organization 
publication Health Conditions in the Americas 1973- 
1976 (1978) was also used. Data for the U.S. are from 
the American Medical Association. 

Teachers 

Data generally comprise full- and part-time teachers 
at public and private institutions, including those 
engaged in vocational and technical education. Esti- 
mates were necessary for at least one year for more 
than four-fifths of the 141 countries for which data 
were available, because one or more of the four levels 
of teachers were missing (preprimary, first, second, 
and third levels). Missing levels were derived by as- 
suming that the ratio between a given (usually contig- 
uous) level and a missing level was the same as in a 
previous (or subsequent) year. Many of these estimates 
account for a minor portion of the total number of 
teachers in the country. 

In the previous issue of this publication, such esti- 
mates, to maintain a uniform series for each country, 
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were not made. Therefore much of the data in this issue 
have been revised. 

The primary source of data was a computer printout 
provided by UNESCO in October 1978. 

Arms Transfers 

Arms transfers represent the international transfer 
under grant, credit, or cash sales terms of military 
equipment usually referred to as "conventional," in- 
cluding weapons of war, parts thereof, ammunition, 
support equipment, and other commodities considered 
primarily military in nature. Among the items included 
are tactical guided missiles and rockets, military air- 
craft, naval vessels, armored and nonarmored military 
vehicles, military communications and electronic 
equipment, artillery, infantry weapons, small arms, 
ammunition and other ordnance, parachutes, and 
uniforms. Also included are transfers of equipment 
for defense industries. Excluded by definition are 
nuclear, chemical, and biological weapons and strategic 
missile systems. Also excluded are foodstuffs, med- 
ical equipment, and other items potentially useful to 
the military but with alternative civilian uses. Con- 
struction, training, and technical services are not in- 
cluded. The statistics published here are estimates 
of the value of goods actually delivered during the 
reference year, in contrast to the value of programs, 
agreements, contracts, or orders which may result in 
a future transfer of goods, or to the actual payments 
made for such deliveries. Furthermore, the data repre- 
sent arms transfers to governments and do not include 
the value of arms obtained by subnational groups. 

Figures for the U.S. are extracted from official trade 
statistics on military transfers compiled by the U.S. 
Departments of State and Defense. 28 The data for 1976 
include transfers during the transition quarter FY 197T. 
For data on foreign countries, ACDA used official U.S. 
Government sources, and the data have been rounded. 
The difficulties in collecting information on the full 
scope of Soviet deliveries and in placing a value on 
them require that the Soviet figure be regarded as an 
approximation. 29 

Close comparisons are not warranted between the 
values shown for arms transfers and the estimates of 
GNP and military expenditures. The disparities among 



The data for the Military Assistance Program, Foreign Military 
Sales (FMS), and commercial sales components of U.S. arms exports 
prior to 1974, which were compiled under contract for ACDA by the 
U.S. Department of Commerce, may vary from the data compiled by 
the Departments of State and Defense under those categories for 
the following reasons: (1) the ACDA data reflect exports of military 
equipment only, while the Department of Defense data include the 
value of training; services and petroleum, oil, and lubricants. For 
example, in 1977 ACDA did not count FMS transfers which were ser- 
vices or non-military equipment, worth approximately $1.98 billion, 
an amount equal to 29 percent of the value of arms transfers; (2) the 
ACDA data include some categories of dual civil-military use equip- 
ment, e.g., certain categories of U.S. Munitions Control List and thus 
are not included in the Departments of State and Defense data.

national economic systems generate differences in 
the extent to which weapons' prices represent true 
production costs in different nations. In particular, 
the relative economic value of arms to supplier and 
recipient may be considerably different. Furthermore, 
much of the international arms trade involves barter 
arrangements, multiyear loans, discounted prices, 
third-party payments, and partial debt forgiveness. 
Thus, acquisition by a nation of some given quantity 
of armaments does not necessarily impose the burden 
on its economy that is implied by the estimated equiv- 
alent U.S. dollar value of the shipment. Therefore, the 
economic value of arms imports should not be related 
in detail to the local economies. 

Total imports and Exports 

The values for imports and exports cover merchan- 
dise transactions. Those for non-Communist countries 
come from the U.N. System of National Accounts as 
published in International Financial Statistics by the 
International Monetary Fund. The Communist trade 
figures are from the CIA Handbook of Economic Statis- 
tics, 1978 edition. 

Readers should be cautioned that for many coun- 
tries, perhaps most, arms trade is excluded from na- 
tionally reported totals for exports and imports. As a 
consequence, a comparison of arms imports and "total 
imports" in table III may show the former to be as large 
or larger than the latter. (For example, see Cambodia, 
Laos, Luxembourg, Socialist Republic of Vietnam, 
and Syria.) 

Aid 

Data on foreign aid conform to the definition of 
grant aid as set forth by the Development Assistance 
Committee of the Organization for Economic Cooper- 
ation and Development. For the Soviet Union the source 
was Communist Aid to Less Developed Countries of 
the Free World, 1977 ER 78-10478U, issued by the CIA. 
For other states the source was the 1977 and 1978 
editions of Development Cooperation Review, published 
by the Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development. 

COMPUTATIONAL PROCEDURES 
Prices 

Widespread inflation and sharp price swings in pri- 
mary commodities over the past decade introduce 
significant distortions in the data when expressed in 
current prices. The armaments procurable for a million 
U.S. dollars at prices prevailing In 1968 cost consider- 
able more dollars at prices prevailing in 1977. Thus, 
to report annual purchases in current prices only could 
present an erroneous impression of growth in military 
expenditures and arms transfers, therefore seriously 
misrepresenting the trend in total defense outlays. 
Yet no simple adjustment for prices is entirely valid. 
Inflation rates vary among nations; they often differ 
between supplier and recipient for a given series of 
arms transfers. Furthermore, the inflation rate for a 
nation's economy as a whole is not necessarily repre- 
sentative of those economic sectors particularly in- 
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volved in armaments production. Unfortunately, no 
general method exists for separating out the special 
impact of inflation on the armament-related sectors 
of different nations' economies. 

Nevertheless, inflation is clearly a very significant 
factor in analyzing the trend of military expenditures, 
arms transfers, GNP, and other financial measures 
over the last decade. For this reason, in addition to 
showing trends in current prices, annual expenditure 
trends are also shown in constant, i.e., 1976, prices. 

Estimates of the values of arms transfers for all 
countries as shown in table III were initially made in 
current U.S. dollars, so the implicit deflator for U.S. 
GNP data was used to derive arms transfers in constant 
1976 prices; this index is as follows:

The data for military, central government, public 
health, and educational expenditures and GNP were 
obtained in terms of local currencies. Approximate 
compensation for the effects of inflation was made 
by "deflating" the current local values to constant 
1976 local currency values. 

For non-Communist countries, GNP data were 
available in local currency in current prices and in 
constant prices of varying base years. The constant 
price figures were shifted from the country base year 
to the 1976 base year with the underlying trend 
maintained. 

GNP price indices (deflators) were then derived for 
each country and used to deflate the various expen- 
ditures to constant prices. 

Conversion to Dollars 

Since constant price data for GNP and military expen- 
ditures are given with 1976 as the base year, a 1976 
exchange rate was used to convert the constant price 
national currency data to dollars in all years. In general 
the rates used are the 1976 average par/market ex- 
change rate as supplied by the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development (IBRD). An example 
may help in understanding this process:

= 60.3 
3. 1976 Austrian deflator 

= 100.0 

4. 1968 Austrian MILEX 

= 3775x100.0 + 60.3 
= 6260 million 1976 AS 

5. 1976 Austrian/U.S. exchange rate 
= 17.94 AS per U.S. $1 

6. 1968 Austrian MILEX 
= 6260 + 17.94 
= 349 million 1976 U.S. dollars 



For some purposes, it may be desirable to have 
estimates of military expenditures and GNP for each 
country in terms of current U.S. dollars. That is, return- 
ing to the example, one might wish to know 1968 
Austrian military expenditures in terms of 1968 U.S. 
dollars. At first glance it would seem necessary only 
to apply the appropriate 1968 exchange rate to obtain 
the desired value. That method was used in early edi- 
tions of this publication. Unfortunately, this approach 
produces distortions in countries where a lag occurs 
between the time the currency becomes over- or under- 
valued and the time the exchange rate is changed. 

A different method for estimating current dollar 
equivalents of foreign military expenditures and GNP 
is used here. The constant 1976 dollar values derived 
as described above have been "re-inflated," using the 
U.S. GNP deflators in reverse fashion, to generate 
equivalent current U.S. dollar values for each year. 
Thus, the successive yearly "current dollar" values 
include not only the change in real terms, but the 
effects of general inflation in the United States. 

Again using the example of 1968 Austrian military 
expenditures to illustrate the computational process: 

1.1968 Austrian MILEX 

= 349 million 1976 U.S. dollars 
2. 1976 U.S. deflator 

= 100.0 
3. 1968 U.S. deflator 

= 61.94 
4. 1968 Austrian MILEX 

= 349x61.94 + 100.00 

= 216 million 1968 U.S. dollars 

Conversion for Communist countries differs from 
that for most other countries. For the Soviet Union, 
GNP estimates in rubles have been converted to con- 
stant 1976 dollars at an average purchasing power 
parity for GNP as a whole. (See above, "Military Ex- 
penditures" under Sources and Definitions, and the 
essay on "Soviet Military Expenditures" pp. 13-15 for 
discussion of conversion of Soviet military expendi- 
tures to dollars). 

For other Warsaw Pact countries and China, the 
available estimates for GNP and military expenditures 
were already in terms that took account of domestic 
price changes and had been converted to constant 
1976 dollars by the sources using estimated purchasing 
power parities, rather than official exchange rates. 
Such series were further converted to current dollar 
prices prevailing in the United States for each year by 
use of the U.S. implicit GNP deflator series. 

The previously described problems inherent in 
comparing arms transfer data with GNP and military 
expenditure estimates for any countries are particu- 
larly significant for transfers between Communist 
and non-Communist economies, because of the com- 
putational differences employed in the two cases. 

Estimates 

Many of the data series pertaining to health and edu- 
cation are incomplete. Not all countries collect national 
statistics every year, and relatively few have published 
them for 1977 even if collected. Some of these data 
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series have never been aggregated in the groupings 
shown here. In calculating regional and world totals, 
if the missing entries are simply ignored, the resulting 
aggregates will be deceptively low. Omitting an entry 
is statistically equivalent to assuming it to be zero 
which is clearly false and produces misleading results. 

In order to reduce this source of error, estimates of 
the missing values were made on the basis of the 
existing data points. Standard "least squares" methods 
were used to fit the data, and a linear fit was employed 
except as noted below. In some cases a logarithmic 
approximation provided a much better fit to the data, 
indicating that the variable in question had experienced 
a compound growth rate. The logarithmic approxi- 
mation was adopted if its standard deviation was less 
than that of the linear model. 

When a curve could not be derived and the variable 
represented people, i.e., teachers or physicians, the 



ratio between the given value and the population in 
the same year was used to estimate the values for the 
other years. When the variable represented public 
expenditures, i.e., for education or health, the ratio 
between the given value and central government 
expenditures in the same year (or gross national prod- 
uct, if central government expenditures were unavail- 
able) was used to estimate the values for the other 
years. When two data points were available, a linear 
or logarithmic approximation could in principle be 
derived. However, if the two points were adjacent even 
a small error in either, such as legitimate round-off 
error, would produce major shifts in the derived approx- 
imating curve and, thus, in the estimates of missing 
values. Accordingly, in such cases the average of the 
ratios of the two points to the population, central gov- 
ernment expenditures, or GNP, as appropriate, was 
used to estimate the values for the remaining years.
